AN ACT to amend section 2360r of the statutes, relating to
comity between states and forcign decrees of divoree.

SectioN 1. Section 2360r of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 2360r. Full faith and eredit shall be given in all the
courts of this state to a decree of annulment of marriage or di-
voree by a court of competent jurisdiction in another state, ter-
ritory or possession of the United States, when the jurisdietion
of such court was obtained in the manner and in substantial
conformity with the conditions prescribed in sections * * *
2374 and * * * 2334, Nothing herein contained shall be
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construed to limit the power of any court to give such effect to
a decree of annulment or divoree, by a court of a foreign coun-
irv as may be justified by the rules of international comity;
provided, that if any inhabitant of this state shall go into an-
other state, territory or country for the purposc of obtaining a
deeree of divoree for a eause which occurred while the parties
resided in this state, or for a cause which is not ground for di-
vorce under the laws of this state, a decree so ohtained shall be
of no force or effect in this state.
